Legislators Will Find Plenty 
Of Food For Debate On Total 
Tax Income When Session Held 


While optimists ex pressed the 
opinion that Nebraska’s legislature 
could clean up in a week of spe­ 
cial session the business of making 
another million dollars available 
to the assistance program, there 
appeared Friday plenty of food 
for argument—and argument is 
the stuff legislatures live on. 
In suggesting a special session. 
Governor Cochran ex plained his 
investigation showed the assistance 
revenue sources can be ex pected 
to bring in about a half million 
dollars more during the biennium 
that the legislature appropriated. 
If released, he said, these dollars 
could be matched with federal 
funds for a total of a million. 
Bone of Contention, 
But the regular legislative ses­ 
sion gave proof that not all of 
the senators are willing to accept 
the governor’s figures. 
And so, 
one of the first cries that will go 
up from the anti-Cochran ranks is: 
“ The governor is wrong! 
The 
assistance revenue sources won’t 
bring in a half million dollars 
more 
than 
the 
regular 
session 
appropriated!” 
The r e g u la r session appropriated 
$8 ,400,000 .for 
assistance. 
That 
figure was decided upon 
after 
much debate and after a special 
committee, 
headed 
by 
Senator 
Frank 
Brady , of Atkinson, 
re­ 
ported on April 7 , that the head, 
gas, liquor and estate tax es would 
bring in about $8 .540,000 during 
the current biennium. 
Group Is Divided. 
Other members of that commit­ 
tee were Senator W. H. Diers, 
L. B. Murphy , Charles F. Tvrdik, 
J ohn Callan and Hugh Ashmore. 
Diers, Murphy and Callan have 
indicated they favor the special 
session; 
Tvrdik’s 
comment 
was 
non-committal; 
Ashmore’s 
com­ 
ment was cool, and Brady openly 
challenged the statement that the 
collections w ill bring in more than 
the legislature figured. 
When this special committee re­ 
ported last April, it gave the fol­ 
lowing estimate of revenue for 
the biennium:

On its face, however, this latter 
total is misleading because J uly , 
August, September and October, 
ex perience shows, are the best gas 
tax collection months the state has. 
If the trend follows last y ear, the 
one cent gas tax beginning this 
month and for the nex t seven can 
be ex pected to slip all the way 
from $10,000 to $63,000 per month 
below the October collection of 
$203,559 . 
Liquor Tax et High. 
Liquor tax es, too, come in well 
from J uly through October and 


on up to December. In the spring 
they usually drop off, but the 
fluctuation is not so great. 
But 
liquor tax f.s in 
September this 
y ear 
were 
abnormally 
high— 
probably because wholesalers were 
lay ing in stocks of Scotch whisky 
in view of the war. The tax is 
collected by the state when the 
liquor is brought into the state, 
and not when its sold by the 
retailer. 
The head tax can be ex pected 
to go up in December and J anu­ 
ary but whether the tax increase 
then will be as great as it was last 
y ear is open to question because 
during the first four fiscal months 
this y ear, the collections are lead­ 
ing last y ear by $42,000. It might 
be argued that people are merely 
pay ing up sooner. 
^ n d estate tax es, of course, are 
unstable. 
It’s impossible to tell 
how many people of wealth are 
going to die. During the first four 
months of this y ear the estate tax 
collections totaled $43,500. In the 
same period last y ear, the collec­ 
tions amounted to only $3,8 00 and 
the total for the entire y ear was 
but $8 4,400. 
So, legislators who want to can 
argue and argue and the session 
can go on and on.

’EEDLESS to say more than 
V a million Ne­ 
braskans will hope that the discovery of oil 
in Richardson county, announcement of which ap­ 
peared in the Thursday pre.ss, w'ill develop into 
a thriving, profitable industry. 
Only tw'O other 
states in the union are so wholly and entirely de­ 
pendent upon the returns from agriculture as Ne­ 
braska. 
And the addition of a new resourc-e— 
“ black gold” —within Nebraska would prove of 
incalculable benefit if tests and time demonstrate 
that oil exists here in paying quantities. 


In connection with the discovery which brought 
a well the geologists in charge said cautiously 
might prove itself as a producer of from 50 to 500 
barrels a day, there is something of real substance 
and of a tangible character against the disappoint­ 
ing results which attended all previous efforts 
in drilling. Those who put the well in spent their 
own money, and the existence of a definite dis­ 
covery in no way followed the pattern so familiar 
in much of the oil drilling. 


But dt will not pay Nebraska to get overly 
excited, hopeful as the people of the state are, 
and wishing ardently as they do that the Richard­ 
son county strike will turn out even better than 
the first news indicated. Something of the frost­ 
bitten caution, which is a trait characteristic of 
the people of the state, suggests itself even while 
the excitement and the elation of finding oil 
runs high. For the development of a profitable 
oil industry is a big job, involving many factors, 
many of them given little or no consideration by 
the public.

Arms Embargo Lifted 


The Silk Sq u eeze ,

N INTERESTING event took place in the New 
York commodity exchange Thursday when 
thei« was a brief boycott of raw silk. 
Buyers 
refused to enter the market when it opened w’ith 
silk of immediate delivery quoted at more than 
$3.50 a pound. 
That price is nearly $1.50 a pound more than 
a year ago and it is one of the reasons why 
American w’Wnen recently have been paying from 
8 5 cents to a dollar for silk stockings which used 
to sell for 79 cents. 
Considerable statistical evidence exists that 
the Japanese, who need foreign exchange in the 
United States badly in order to continue their 
war purchases in this country, have been holding 
dow’n silk exports in order to jack up the price. 
The buyers’ 
rebellion Thursday 
lopped 
15 
cents a pound off the quotations and there was 
then a rush of orders. The repercussions of war 
are far-reaching.

r e a t B r i t a i n and France, with piles of supplies waiting 
in the United States, learned jubilantly today that only last- 
minute formalities stand in the way of writing the embargo off 
the American statute book. 
News that the house of representatives had set the stage for 
lifting of the embargo by rejecting proposals for keeping the em­ 
bargo in United States neutrality legislation arrived in Berlin 
too late for immediate newspaper comment and government 
sources refused to comment. 
In London, the news rated top headlines such as the Mirror’s 
“ The United States does it” and the News-Chronicle’s “ United 
States finally approves arms ban repeal.” 
In Paris, the newspaper Excelsior saw the step as a renewal 
of the American World war slogan, “ Lafayette, we are here,” 
although it stressed that the inference was not to be drawn tnat 
“ the United States is entering with us in battle.” 
"WE DEMAND NO MORE." 
“ We demand no more,” it explained, than the right to buy 
supplies in the United States and transport them to France In 
French ships. 
Le Petit Parisien looked on the day as one to be marked 
with a white stone—France’s equivalent of a red letter day. 
“ Free America has vibrated for a just cau.se,” it said. “ To 
moral support already so precious, will come . . . soon material 
support which w ill hasten the hour of victory.” 
The projected law, ending the embargo but restricting free­ 
dom of the seas for United States shipping, would require foreign 
purcha.sers to take title to the goods they buy before shipping 
them and would require that they be transported in foreign ships. 
The Italian press refrained from further comment on the 
United States’ neutrality legislation which fascist newspapers at­ 
tacked as tending to prolong the war after the senate approved 
the act last week.
